2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited art 
does not teach nor suggest a magnetically enhanced convection heat sink with a 
magnetic source creating a magnetic field at a first location with the intensity of the field 
decreasing from the first location to a second location and gas entering the sink at the 
first location becoming warmer as the gas moves toward the second location, the 
magnetic field created at the first location being stronger than the field at the second 
location causing the gas to flow from the first location to the second location, and a 
magnetic source coupled to a component channeling the magnetic flux to a gap where 
the flux is concentrated to the gap located within a flow path of a sink as claimed in 
claims 1,24,25,37,43, and 47; respectively.
